Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant is trying to claim a situation 
where a user stays in a queue when the user navigates away from a web site using the same browser. The applicant lists 3 
embodiments in the specification: two involving applets and one involving a cookie. The situation that the applicant Is trying to claim and 
argue only works for the embodiment using the cookie because when a browser leaves a web site all applets associated with that web 
site quit running and the specification provides no special details that would overcome this property of applets. Therefore any 
amendment that actually limits the claim to one browser should explicitly mention the use of a cookie to avoid a scope of enablement 
rejection. With regard to the applicant's arguments about claims 20 and 40, the applicant's arguments only further the assertion that the 
■^desired maximum" Is no more than an arbitrary design choice because the value of the "desired maximum" is based on the arbitrary 
desires of a person implementing the applicant's invention. 
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
